ANY of late Years have taken 
occaſion to write whole Books, 

tome large Volumes, concerning the 
Preparation requir'd to the due Re- 
ceiving of the Lord's Supper. But all 
that hath been, or need, or can be ſaid 
to any pur poſe about it, is fully com- 
prehended 


of the Holy Sacrament. 251 
prehended in the few Words taught by 


our Church, even that they who come 


to the Lord's Supper, are required to 
examine themſel ves about their Repen- 
tance, their Faith, and their Charity. 
We muſt examine our ſelves, whe- 
ther we (incerely repent of our former Sins, 
ſteafaſtly purpoſing to lead a New Life: 
For, unleſs we are ſenſible of, and tru- 
ly penitent for our former Sins, we can- 
not have that reſpect and value for 
the Body and Blood of Chriſt which 
was broken ang ſhed for us; and is ne- 
ceſſary to our due, reverent, and wor- 
thy receiving of them, when offer'd 
in this Holy Sacrameat : Neither are 
we qualified for that Pardon and Re- 
miſſion which is there offer'd to us; 
for that being promis'd only to. the 
Penitent, none elſe are capable of it, 
and therefore cannot poſſibly receive it 
ja Mar: Sacrament... .... 
Neither is it ſuſhcient that we are

Ker and troubled for our former 
Sins; but we muſt repent truly of 
them, ſo as fedfaſtly fo pure e and e- 
ſolve, by the Grace of Go: a **

wiſe, it is no true Repentance. And 
j beſides, our Souls are here ſtrengthet« 
| ed and refreſhed only as to their zew

him Reftirurion, and all the Satisfa - 
Azon that they are able; as ever they

253 
defire to be worthy Communicants in 
thoſe holy Myſteries, or to receive any 
Benefit or Comfort from them. In

He 
that comes to the Lord's, Table with 
ſuch a well- grounded Faith, can ne- 
ver return without the Bleſſings he 
came for, but will find his Soul more 
ſtrengthned and refreſhed by the Body 
and Blood of Chriſt his Saviour, than 
any can imagine but he that feels it. 
Wherefore it being requiſite that ao 
Man ſhould come to the Lord's Supper, 
but with ſuch a full Truſt and Conſi- 
dence in God's Mercies through Chriſt ; 
if any Man, by looking carefully into 
his Heart, finds his Conſcience touch d 
with ſo quick a fenfe of his former 
Sins, that he knows not what to do,

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The laft thing which they who 
come to the Lord's Supper mult exa- 
mine themſelves about, is, whether 
they be in Charity with all Men; ſo as

For the Lord himſelf hath ſaid; If ye 
forgive not Men their Treſpaſſes, nei- 
ther will your Father forgive your Treſ- 
paſſes, Mat. vi. 15. Unleſs. we forgive 
all the Wrongs or Injuries that other
